The ASC operates with the following objectives:

1. To bring together, in one multidisciplinary society, persons actively engaged in
research teaching, and/or practice in the field of criminology.

2. To foster criminological scholarship, research, education, and training within
academic institutions and within the divisions of the criminal justice system, including
public and private agencies concerned with crime, justice, and corrections.

3. To encourage scholarly, scientific, and practical exchange and cooperation among
those engaged in criminology.

4. To serve as a forum for the dissemination of criminological knowledge.

-The ASC Annual Conference brings together students, practitioners, and
academicians from all around the country bringing a diversity of perspectives to
the table.

-At the 2022 conference, there were 300+ thematic panels from a diverse field of
practitioners and academics covering various topics relevant to the field of
criminology. 50 of those panels were directly relevant to topics of police
accountability.

-The collective research findings help identify current issues, strengths, and
research needs in the field of police accountability.
